NEW YORK—(NEA)—If 
there is anything Nicol Wil­ 
liamson can’t stand, it’s 
Nicol Williamson being bad.

companies

unsolicited credit cards, soon 
began making use of them by 
peddling 
everything 
from

typewriters, but as of late, they

questionable - purpose. It seems

nervous about the possibility of 
the oil depletion allowance being

with some companies 
implying that if Congress is 
nasty enough to make them pay 
their share of taxes, the cost of 
gasoline will go up.

conditions -- is necessary if the 
inflation 
is

ended. 
Furthermore, we believe that 
such a slowdown will in fact 
occur at some 
time 
in 
the 
reasonable near future. 
The time has come when 
perhaps we should go beyond 
these conclusions and speculate 
— 
it 
can’t 
be 
more 
than 
speculation — on the nature and 
luration 
of 
the 
coming 
slowdown. There are really two 
questions: First, how severe does 
the economic setback need to 
be, and how long does it need to 
last,

Second,

In the first place, the 1967 


slowdown did not do the job of 
ending the inflation which had 
begun to grip the economy in 
1965 and 1966. Aside from a 
fall in food prices, which was

factors, 
consumer commodity 


prices rose even faster in 1967 
than in 1966. The quick and 
complete recovery meant that 
inflation had no time to lose any 
of its momentum. It was able to 
go o n to the bigger and more 
spectacular 
inflation we have 


had since.

At the end of 1966 we had 


an inflation raising prices at a 
rate of about 3% a year, and it 
has lasted two years. If the 1967 
slowdown was unable to stop 
that trend, it is hard to believe 
that any slowdown of comparable 
magnitude could suppress the 
present inflation which is of four 
years’ duration and now moving 
at about 7% a year.

In the Squaw Creek Zone 
Canadas may be hunted only 
from Oct. 20 through Nov. 18. 
In the Swan Lake Zone the 
season 
on 
Canadas 
coincides 
with the rest of the state unless a 
limit 
of 
20,000 
Canadas 
is 
harvested 
there 
earlier. That 
20,000 limit chops the Canada 
goose hunting off, practically 
overnight. Last year the limit 
was 25,000 but it was reduced 
this time in an effort to preserve 
a larger nesting flock for next 
year. 
Statewide, the goose season 


is broken into two sections 
from Oct. 20 through Dec. 3 and 
then from Dec. 18 through Jan. 
11, 1970. 
The 
state 
Conservation 
D epartm ent operates blinds and 
pits at Swan Lake Refuge and 
nearby Fountain Grove Wildlife 
Area, both inside the Swan Lake 
Zone.

Nicol Williamson: 


'I Don't Care 


About Doing 


Something Poorly'

NEW YORK—(N E A )—If 
there is anything Nicol Wil­ 
liamson can’t s t a n d , it’s 
Nicol Williamson being bad. 
He recently t h o u g h t he 
was not giving a good per­ 
formance in “ Hamlet,” so 
he w a l k e d off a Boston 
stage. “ I don’t care about 
doing something poorly,” he 
told the audience as he re­ 
turned to continue. 


Wherever W i l l i a m s o n 


goes, there are incidents. 
When he first came to the 
United States to appear in 
“ Inadmissable 
Evidence.” 


he got into a pre-Broadway 
Philadelphia fracas with pro­ 
ducer David Merrick and 
either s l a p p e d his face, 
tossed him in a garbage can 
or punched him in the nose, 
depending on which version 
you believe. 


His “ H a m l e t , ” wh i c h 
played an engagement in 
New York after a fantastic 
success in London, then went 
to Boston and Los Angeles, 
was described by one critic 
as “ turning a page in the 
leaf of acting.” Williamson's 
work i n s p i r e s critics to 
flights of poetry in trying to 
capture his amazing talent. 
He has been c a l l e d the 


greatest E n g l i s h - s p e a k - 
ing actor of all. 
“ That doesn’t mean any­ 
thing to me,” he says in his 
soft (but oh, can it ring out 
on stage), nasal voice. “ I 
can’t visualize 
the thing. 
Even if there is such a 
thing as THE greatest actor, 
I don’t think it’s important. 
It’s important what you do, 
not what they call you.” 
He’s very tall (6-feet-2Vi) 
and weighs 165. He has a 
pastel face, pale blue eyes, 
light blond hair, very fair 
skin and a beard grown for 
Hamlet that is surprisingly 
red. He’s a Scot who is con­ 
cerned about his privacy but 
finds it seldom invaded be­ 
cause people, even in Eng­ 
land. don’t recognize him.

“ I don’t always know what 
to say but I know what I’m 
doing. I like to see things 
done. I hate to see actors 
who just talk. They talk and 
talk and talk about how to 
play a scene and they are 
just running from the prob­ 
lem. The only way to do it is 
to do it until it’s right.” 
“ The public,” he feels, “ is 
very easily gulled. You hear 
them say, ‘Oh, wasn’t he 
great?’ when an actor has 
buried a scene under an av­ 
alanche of technique with 
the most dreadful. . . . I have 
ever seen. The public always 
wants what it wants. I’m not 
able to give that kind of sat­ 
isfaction. I would never pan­ 


der to the public. Once you 
do, you become a star and 
then you belong to the public 
and they have every right to 
you. 


“ However, I’m not going 


to be shoved around by tin­ 
plate Hitlers. Let them work 
out their neuroses with their 
shrinks. I have my own 
problems. But I don’t go to 
a shrink. I’m not interested 
in finding out too much about 
myself. It’s like taking the 
back off a watch. It never 
quite works the same way 
again. 


“ Critics are necessary for 
some things, but too much 
importance is p l a c e d on 
them. In fact, they some­ 
times lie about shows they 
have seen. As far as they go 
and as far as trying to 
please them, they can . . . . 
. . . . I beg your pardon. 
That’s a theatrical expres­ 
sion used in Lo n d o n . It 
means love.”
